teacher. 

“Mrs. Bicknell’s paper process is so arduous, it makes 
my head ache just thinking about it,” Junior Nick Faber 
comments about his English teacher’s stringent paper 
system. Five drafts are needed for each paper at the end 
of the quarter. After one turns in the first paper, it’s not 
wise to hesitate turning another, because it might be a 
while before the first paper is returned to edit. There are 
usually three classes of students waiting to rewrite the 


drafts Bicknell has edited. If they’re lucky, they might 
have a paper accepted and knock a few drafts out of 
their schedule.

Being a presidential elec- 

tion year, Election Day this year 

was more than just a relaxing day 

off from school. This year, the last 

president of this century was cho- 
sen. 

It was a great contest this year, 
with President Bill Clinton repre- 
senting the Democrats and former 
senator Bob Dole running the Re- 
publican ticket. Ross Perot also 


provided some good competition 
representing the Reform Party. 
President Clinton won and gets to 
rule the White House for another 
four years. 

The popular vote was very close. 
Clinton received 49% of the votes, 
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while Dole got 41%. Perot was up 
there with 8% of the votes. The 
electoral votes, however, were a 
different story. It was a landslide 
for Clinton. Candidates need to 
get at least 270 electoral votes to 
win. Clinton got 379 electoral votes, 
while Dole got 159. 

Although the Republicans lost 
the presidential race, they still 
control Congress. In the Senate, 
the Republicans lost one seat, but 
they still have the majority with 53 
seats. The Democrats gained two 
seats in the Senate. In the House 
of Representatives, the Republi- 
cans lost 10 seats. Seems like a lot, 
but they still control the House 
with 225 seats. The Democrats 
gained 11 seats, while the Inde- 
pendents increased their seats by 
one.
